A VOLUNTARY REDUCTION OF WAGES. 
The powerful Democratic party is grow- 
ing bolder daily in behalf of free trade and 
abolition of all protection. This boldness is 
caused by tne advocacy of free trade by 
multitudes of the naturalized European wage- 
workers, 
These foreign wotkmen were accustomed to 
labor for half the American scale of wages 
in the countries they came from, and for the 
sake of cheaper merchandise and rents, 
which free trade secures, they are now sup- 
porting the party in this country which 
wants to adopt the British tariff system, 
witb its low wages, for the sake of the cheap 
goods it secures. 
The pressure for free trade is getting so 
strong that it looks as though the country 
would be forced ta try it as an experiment, at 
least, sooner or later. One fortunate feature 
of the situation is that neither farmers nor 
manufacturers are trying to force free trade 
on workmen, but the latter are insisting on 
it, and that too in the face of the most em- 
phatic and explicit warnings that when pro- 
tection is withdrawn wages must be reduced. 
Workmen are not acting in the dark, but are 
told by employers just what to expect. If 
the farmers or the manufacturers should 
force free trade on the country against the 
opposition of workmén it would be natural 
that the latter should resist the consequent 
reduction of wages in every manner possible, 
dut when with their eyes open and the con- 
sequences fully explained they demand the 
abolition of tariff protection wey will, 
of course, accept the results of cor- 
responding wage reduction cheerfully. The 
workmen are struggling against the opposi 
tion of the farmers and manufacturers to 
establish à system of low wages and cheap 
goods. Owing to this circumstance the coun- 
try is favorably situated in respect to mak- 
ing an experiment with free trade. If work- 
men opposed it there would be great reason 
to fear strikes, riots, lockouts, and the worst 
kind of labor troubies when it would become 
necessary to reduce wages, but as wage- 
workers themselves? are demanding. free 
competition with England and Europe the 
free trade experiment can be tried under 
favorable auspices, as the workmen are pre- 
pared to submit to a heavy reductieu of 
wages. When bosses cut down wages they 
will be doing only what workmen demanded 
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lieving that employers had combined to have 
the tariff changed would be calamitous, but 
there could be no better time to test the doc- 
trine than when it is demanded by the class 
that will feel its effects first. and hardest. 
After their wages are cut down—a general 
average of, say, 50 per cent—if the new sys- 
tem is found to be satisiactory to the wage- 
working. classes it will become permanent 
in this country. But if it proves unsatisfac- 
to ry the protection system will be restored, 
and restored to stay. But at present it looks 
as if the working classes had about made up 
their minds to notify their employers that 
they are willing to toil for two-thirds of the 
pay they have been receiving. Their sup 
port of the Democratic free trade tickets can 
be interpreted i in no other Way. 


AUSTRALIAN FEDERATION, 
The much agitated question of the federa- 


ion of Australia has been revived by Sir 


Henry Parkes, Premier and Colonial Secre- 
tary of New South Wales, whoin a recent 
speech made at Sydney declared that the 
time has come for the formation ofa dis- 
tinct parliamentary executive to deal with 
national questions. He proposed that a con- 
vention of delegates from the various col- 
onies be held for the purpose of constructing 
a federal government on the basis of a fed- 
eral parliament. The significance of this 
speech becomes apparent when it is remem- 
bered that the province of New South 
Wales, under his administration, in com- 
pany with New Zealand, has hitherto 
heid out stoutly against the idea of federa- 


tion, having been unable to come to any 


agreement with the other colonies in the 
matter of tariff arrangements. 

There has been since 1885 a partial though 
loose federaFunion of the colonies of Vic 
toria, Queensland, Tasmania, Western Aus- 
tralia, and Fiji; Up to the present time, how- 
ever, as we have said, New South Wales and 
New Zealand have taken no steps to come in, 
though South Australia is favorable to the 
measure and will probably join before long. 
The federated power is vested in a council, 
representing each colony, meeting every two 
years, and having the authority to deal with 
all matters of interest to the colonies with- 
out interfering with their respective legis- 
latures. For instance, the council regulates 
the influx of criminals, the fishery question, 
the courts and their jurisdiction and the en- 
forcement of their processes, and in general 
all matters referred to id by her Majesty, 
and any question of general interest to 
all the colonies referred to it by the Legis- 
latures for the sake of giving it a general 
application. It will be perceived that the 
powers of the council are much circum- 
scribed, and that the scheme adopted four 
years. ago is only a step towards complete 
federation, like that of Canada, based upon 
a federal parliament and home rule. 

The time is ripe for such a scheme of fed- 
eration, for Australia has grown to be as in- 
dependent of the mother country as Canada. 
It will be a mighty empire, in area at least, 
when federated. Few people, indeed, have 
any realizing idea of the extent of this far- 
away island coatinent and its outlying pos- 
sessions, The easiest and ciearest method 
of comparison, for the sake of impressing 
its size upon the reader, is to place its sec- 
ons side by side with large areas of the 
United States. Victoria, for instance, with 


her 87,884 square miles, is one-third greater . 


than all New England. New Zealand, with 
104,027 square miles, is larger than all the 
Miadle States by 1,667 miles. New South 
Wales, with 310,700 square miles, 1s 44,920 
miles larger than Texas. Queensland. with 


668,497 square miles, is larger than the area 


of the New England, Middle, Border, and 
all the Western States east of the Missis- 
sippi River. South and West Australia have 
an aggregate area of 1,879,345 miles; in other 
words, they are as large as the entire domain 
of the United States between the Mississippi 
River and the Pacific Ocean, leaving out the 
Dakotas. Even Tasmania, the Van Die- 
men’s Land of the old geographies, and 
Fiji, which may be considered the odds and 
ends of Australia, have an area larger 
than that of the State of Maine. Of 
this vast empire only a small part, 
including Victoria, New South Walés, the 
eastern part of Queensland, and a little strip 
of South Australia, with their four principal 
cities, Melbourne, Sydney, Brisbane, and 
Adelaide, is as yet of much value. The im- 
mense areas of North, South, and West 
Australia are still awaiting population, rail- 
roads, and development, and are much in 
the condition of our gréat plains, though 
when once settled they can be made cultiva- 
ble by the use of artesian wells. The entire 
population is nowva little over 3,500,000. It 
contains the possibilities of a great and 
flourishing country, and once it has deter- 


‘mined to take care of its own affairs, each 


colony codperating with the other to advance 
their mutual interests, there can be little 
doubt it will find that in union thére is 
strength, and that it will develop faster 
than it is now doing. : 


THE ACQUISITION OF HAYTI. 

The Savannah (Ga.) News is not at all 
troubled over the report that Mr. Blaine, like 
Gen. Grant, isin favor of an American pro- 
tectorate over Hayti; on the other hand, it 
is disposed to concede that the South would 
be pleased with the extension of American 
influences in that quarter, and believes that 
if we could get control of both Cuba and 
Hayti it would assist in settling matters that 
now give this country a great deal of trouble. 
The News is considering the situation indeed 
mainly from the point of view as a partial 
solution at least of the race problem. It 
says: Hayti and Cuba would offer splendid 
asylums for those of the blacks of this coun- 
try who are dissatisfied. The climate would 
suit them, and in Haytl, at least, they would 
have a chance to assist in showing what the 
blacks can do in the way of seif-govern- 
ment.“ 

The acquisition of Cuba is probably out of 
the question. Spain has never shown any 
desire to sell the island. Even if she had it 
is doubtful whether this country would de- 
sire to purchase it, at least upon any such 
terms as Spain would be willing to part with 
it. The bargain would not be an attractive 
one from any point of view. The arabl 
land in Cuba is substantially worn out! by 
two centuries of continuous cropping. The 


‘ finances of the island are in a wretched con- 


dition. It has been squeezed dry by Spain as 
her on:y productive possession. Finally its 
people are so completely Spanish and un- 
Anglo-American in all their habits and modes 
of thought that it would be a hopeless task 
to assimilate and Americanize them. It 
might be done in time, but the process would 
be so slow as to be hardly worth the troubie. 
In Hayti, however, the case would be differ- 
ent. The soil is not worn out and the 
people are not Spanish, but colored. Once 
Hayti came under American protection 
American capital would speedily find an in- 
vestment in its land for sugar, coffee, and 
tropical fruit plantations, and American skill 
and enterprise would subject it to scientific 
farming. Railroads would be built all over 
the island and help develop its rich and 
varied resources. Before many years Hayti 
would export a million tons of sugar to this 
country and perhaps one-half the coffee we 
consume, besides immense quantities of to- 
bacco and fruits. We should pay for these 
products with American products insteaa of 
being millions of gold out of pocket every 
year, now paid to Cuba, as soon as the Amer- 


of trade will permit it. 
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constant work at good wages, and teas of 
thousands of our Southern colored people 
would flock there and obtain employment, 
while railroad construction would offer a 
large demand on both Haytian and American 
colored labor. In a short time, indeed, Amer- 
ican ideas and business methods would pre. 
vail all over the island. The English-teach- 
ing schools would soon Americanizo the chil- 
dren. A strong, well-ordered government 
and rapidly increasing prosperity would 
quickly change the existing conditions for 
the better. 

Our Southern contemporary is right when 
it assumes that the control of Hayti would 
make for our owa prosperity as well as for 
the prosperity of tne blacks, and that it 
would offer a solution of many problems, 
among them the perplexing race quesuon. 
We shail hope to see the Southern Congress- 
men advocate the Hayti protectorate, us well 
as the Southern newspapers, and at the 
same time support the Administration in 
building up a strong navy with which to ac- 
quire and control the island as against the 
opposition of any foreign Power, for a power- 
ful fleet is the essential prerequisite of the 
extension of American commerce or influ- 
once in any direction.

CHICAGO BUILDING SOCIETIES THREAT- 
ENED WITH DOUBLE TAXATION. 

There are in the new Chicago probably 
10,000 workingm@n who have made some pay- 
ment on lots and given a mortgage for the 
rest of thé purchase money, og who, having 
paid for the land, have borrowed the money 
from the building societies with which to put 
up cottages for their families and have given 
mortgages as security for the repayment of 
the money. In most cases the money has 
been borrowed from the building associa- 
tions of which they are members. There 
are thousands of other workingmen who are 
looking forward to tine day when they may 
get homes of their own in.the same fashion, 
and who nave loaned money to these associa- 
tions. ty 

To these men the Democratic party of Cook 
County says in its declaration of principles: 
Vote for our ticket elect our candidates for 
“County Recorder and County Commission- 
“ers, and they will begia a system of double 
„taxation as soon as possible by which you 
shall pay taxes both on your houses and lots 
“and the borrowed money represented by 
“them. Our Democratic Commissioners will 
“make sure that the mortgages you have 
given to the building associations or private 
„ capitalists shall be listed and taxed. They 
„will be assessed ata third of their value 
and taxed 6 per cent on that valuation. If 
* one of you has a $1,000 lot and has borrowed 
“from an association $2,000 with which to 
“build a house he will be called on to pay a 
“taxon the land and the building and the 
„association to whieh he belongs will have 
„to pay in addition 6 per cent on one-third of 
“the ‘loan?.” P 

This is a frank, open statement of the Dem- 
ocratic platform. There is no workingman 
who cannot understand it. The building as- 
socjations hold about $12,000,000 in mort- 
gages. The Democratic party, ever “ tne 
(pretended) friend of the workingman,“ in- 
sists these associations shall pay a yearly tax 
of 6 per cent on oue-third of this sum, or 
$240,000. That much money is to be taxen 


out of the poorly-liued pockets of labor by 


the professional friends of workingmen. For 
what purpose? The platform does not state, 
but it is known. It is to give Mayor Cregier 
a chance to make more offices with little 
work and big pay to be distributed among 
the ward bummers of his party, the saloon 
„% Workers,“ and the loafer heelers who 
have not been given places at the party crib. 
It is to the drones and not the working bees 
this m to go. What a wonderful love 
those fellows have for the poor man! 


WHY DOESN’T ENGLAND PAY HIGHER 
WAGES? 

Papers like the Chicago Herald, which ask 
argumentatively why free trade England 
pays higher wages than the protectionist 
countries of continental Europe, miss: tne 
point of the illustration altogether. It is as 
plain as the nose on a man’s face why En- 
gland pays nigher wages than Italy, Austria, 
France, or Germany. A country has its 
wage-rate fixed according to its ability to 
utilize labor and command a good market for 
its productions, and as a manufacturing na- 
tion Great Britain has enormous advantages 
over the countries of continental Europe. 
Labor gets more in England because it is 
worth more there and can be employed to 
greater advantage than on the Continent in 
producing leading articies of manufacture of 
a useful and necessary character. The 
really interesting and significant inquiry 
would be why, with her conspicgpus natural 
and adgquired advantages, Great Britain does 
not pay as high wages as the United States. 

The English are a robust, active, persever- 
ing, inventive, skillfull people and efficient 
workers, They havea soil which produces 
much of their food. The climate, which is 
free from malaria as well as from extremes 
of heat or cold, greatly favors iddustrial ac- 
tivity. England has immense supplies of 
the best smeltery, gas, and steam producing 
coal—a tremendous ad vantage for a manu- 
facturing nation and in respect to which 
Great Britain is ahead of the United“ States 
aS well as of continental Europe. With cheap 
coalof the best quality, iron ore, tin, and 
other rew materials right at hand or within 
easy reach, abundant capital, short hauls to 
her numerous seaports, and with by far the 
finest merchant marine afloat, furnishing 
cheap, quick, and regular transportation to 
all foreign markets, England can utilize labor 
to extraordinary advantage in her great 
manufacturing industries. Her workmen 
follow the same pursuits generation after 
generation and acquire great hereditary 
skill and aptitude. Why then is it their 
wages are not much higher than wages 
in continental Europe and zar below those 
of the United States? British workmen 
have the most perfect and powerful trades 
union organizations in the world, They com- 
pel their employers to produce their books 
and show precisely what profits they are 
making, and force up wages when the state 
Why, then, do they 
not push wages to something like the Ameri- 
can level! Why do even the trades union 
leaders tell their followers it would be im- 
possible to do so? Simply and solely because 
higher wages would increase the price of En- 
glish goods and destroy British supromacy in 
the markets of the world. England can pay 
her present rate of wages and still keep her 
goods so cheap that she can defy the compe- 
tition of all other nations and invite them to 
meet her in any neutral market, but to ad- 
vance the pay of labor to tne American 
standard, and consequently the labor cost 
and the selling price of her goods, would de- 
stroy her power of exportation and trade 
supremacy in foreign marts and ruin the 
kingdom. 

With cheap production, efficient labor, 
abundant capital, and an unrivaled carrier 
system England can utilize labor to great ad- 
vantage and pay higher wages than any of 
her immediate neighbors without losing her 
ability to compete against them; but she 
must keep wages at such a point that goods 
will not be too high-priced to meet rivals in 
any markot to which she can obtain access. 
Higher wages would mean goods too dear to 
command the markets of the world. If Brit- 
ish manufacturers paid the American rate 
for producing goods they could no longer un- 
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States should make her market free and un- 
dertake to compete against and undersell 


Great Britain it would be imperatively nec- 
‘essary to get American wages and the con- 


sequent labor cost and selling orice of goods 
down to the British level. In some things 
the United States would have advantages 
and in others Great Britain would have the 
„pull,“ but on the whole the two countries 
would be quſte evenly matched in an indus- 
trial free trade war and the victory would 
go to the one that could force down the rate 
ot wages lower than its competitor, and 
hence go into the market with the cheaper 
goods. To suppose the United States could 
pay one-third to one-half more than England 
for wages in producing ‘goods and thea un- 
derseil that country in open markets is ar- 
rant nonsense, ana every Democratic leader 
and editor well knows it, 


MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP OF GAS-WORKS. 
The last number of the Forum has an 
article by Bronson C. Keeler on Municipal 
Control of Gas- Works which is worth the 
perusal of Chicagoans, as the subject, owing 
to the exactions of the Gas Trust and the 
proposition that the city establish a fuel gas 
plant, has been much discussed here during 
the last two years. In this article the various 
objections which have been raised to city 
control are generally thoroughly answered. 

It has been claimed that where municipal 
ownership has been tried it has proved to be 
a costiy failure. When some more specific 
charge is askéd for every monopolist says: 
„Look at Philadelpma and its  cor- 
rupt Gas Trust.” it is true that for 
a time extravagance and corruption 
intrenched themselves in that as in 
other departnjénts of the government of 
that city. But the day of reform came. The 
scandais of the Gas Trust are things of the 
past, and since the new leaf was turned no 
one has had a word to say against the man- 
agement of the Philadelphia gas-works. But 
supposing there was dishonesty some years 
ago in that one city. Mr. Keeler points out 
that there are over 500 cities in the world 
which own their own works, of which eight 
are in the United States, and which are ail 
honestly managed. 

That thisownership is profitable to the 
consumer is shown by the fact that, includ- 
ing all the small, dear gas towns, the aver- 
age price of gasin this country is $1.75 per 
thousand; in the Continent of Europe about 
$1.20, andin England, Scotland, ana Wales 
71 cents. In the large cities where consump- 
tion is great the price in the United States 
and in Europe is considerably less than those 
averages. 

It is charged that the municipal ownership 
of gas-works will mean boodle. If so, then 
corruption should universally attach to tue 
management of water-works by cities. But 
who hears such a charge? Mr. Keeler con- 
tenté himself ‘with the brief statement that 
it is the present and not the proposed system 
which causes dishonesty. He might have 
stated the case far more strongly than he has 
done and kept within the truth. It is not too 
much to say that for twenty years the gas 
companies have been -the center of the 
boodleism, bribery, and blackmail which have 
disgraced the Chicago Council, During that 
length of ume the companies have been the 
easy game of the class of Aldermen the 
tough wards elect. If their books were hon- 
estly kept they wonid show what they had 
to pay for about all the privileges they have 
and large yearly sums for biackmail. Had 
grand juries done their duty from fifty to 
seventy-five Aldermen would have been in- 
dicted during the last twenty years for of- 
fenses which they would not have committed 
had the gas-works been in city coutrol 
Aldermen as a rule do not extort money from 
the city for selling it privileges, and black- 
mail is not levied on the Water-Works or the 
Board of Education or on the Police or Fire 
Department. There are even yet members 
of the Council who look to the gas companies 
for a part of their revenues and will continue 
todo so, unless grand juries grow more 
active and scrutinizing, till the present 
private monopoly is changed into a municipal 
system.

trouble. As yet only meager particulars 
have been received. Axtell, a town 
of about 700 people, is settled large- 
ly ‘by Catholics, Wednesday a Method- 
ist minister named Johnson, from the east- 
ern part of the State, arrived at Axtell to 


| hold a revival meeting. He had quite a 


large congregation in the evening at the 
Methodist church and in the audience 
were a number of Catholics. Soon after 
beginning his remarks the minister 
began an attack upon the Catholic Church, 
He became so abusive that one of the Catho- 
lies present called him a liar. He continued 
his remarks until the Catholics could stand 
it no longer. Four of them rushed to the 
pulpit, and, taking the preacher by the 
coliar, threw him down. In a moment 
the pulpit was surrounded by an 
angry mob and a getieral,méiée ensued. Al- 
though the Catholics were ir the minority, 
they were too much for the Methodists and 
succeeded in throwing the preacher and two 
otners out of the house. The whole 
town was soon aroused, Four Cath-. 
ones were arrested and put in 
the city prison. This so enraged the Catholic 
population that they organized this morning 
to assist their imprisQned associates. The 
town of St. Bridget, a few miles distant, is 
settled entirely by Catholics, and it is 
reported that the whole town is organizing 
to go to the rescue of the Axtell Catholics, 
The Mayor says he is powerless to control 
the mob and fears a conflict between the two 
elements. |

PLAN FOR EDUCATING THE INDIANS, 


Gen. Morgan Outlines a System Designed 
to Reach the Nation’s Wards. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 31.— Gen. T. 8. 
Morgan, Commissioner of Indian Affairs, has 
elaborated a system of education designed 
to reach all Indian youth of school 
age now under control of the 
Indian Bureau. It is practically 
the American public school system, adapted 
to the spécial requirements of the Indians. 
It contemplates day schools, primary 
or home schools, grammar schools, 
and high schools, so related that 
promotions can be made from 
grade to grade and from schools of a low or- 
der to those ofa higher. It is to be non- 
partisan and n@n-sectarian, and teachers are 
to be employed! and dismissed solely on the 

basis of efficiency or inefficiency. 

The industrial feature isto receive espe- 
cial prominence, and particular pains are to 
be taken to equip Indian students for the 
practical, duties, of life. The “outing sys- 
tem, by which pupils are placed in white 
families and attend public schools, 1s to be 
encouraged wherever practicable. The fullest 
opportunity is to be afforded to any Indian 
youth who desires to find a home among 
white people. . 

Stress is laid upon the necessity of co-edu- 


| cation and of bringing together jn the same 


boarding-school members of as many differ- 
ent tribes as possible in order to destroy 
tribal antagonisms and to generate a feeling 
of common brotherhood and mutual respect. 

Congress will be asked to make a sufficient 
appropriation to enable the Indian Office at 
an early day to bring every Indian youth of 
school age that can be reached under proper 
instruction.

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MISSIONARY WORK IN THE SOUTH 
NEEDS FAITHFUL WOBKERs, 
— i 

Last Day of the Association Convention an 
Interesting One—Mission Labor Among 
the Mountaineers of Tennessee and the 
Negroes Again the Chief Topic of Dis- 
cussion—Prosperous Condition of the 
Finances—New Officers Elected. 


The New England Congregational Church 
was filled vesterday at the three sessions 
which closed the proceedings of the Ameri- 
can Home Missionary Association. A large 
number of persons interested in missionary 
work were present in addition to the regular 
delegates. ! 

The morning session was opened at $:30 
o’clock with devotional exercises, led by the 
Rev. E. 8. Hill of Atlantic, Ia. In the ab- 
sence of Presiaent Taylor Dr. F. A. Noble of 
this city presided. 

The negro question was again taken up and 
discussed vigorousiy. A weighty paper 
written by Col. J. M. Keating of Memphis, 
Tenn., an ex-Confederate oflicer, was read 
by the Rev. J. E. Rea, D. D., of Chicago and 
brought forth much favorable comment. The 
association was so well pleased with it that 
avote of thanks was tendered the author 
and a resolution passed instructing the Com- 
mittee-on Printing to have the entire article 
published and circulated throughout the 
South, 

Col. Keating said that disfranchisement 
was impracticable and impossible; suffrage 
Was necessary to the protection of the ne- 
gro. Also that deportation was utterly im- 
practicable and impossible, forif the colored 
people were banished it would be against the 
interests of the South and would be opposed 
by the Soutnern people. The negro should 
be let alone, given his rights, education, and 
Christianity. 

From personal acquaintance with the 
American Missionary Association the Colonel 
gave his highest praise to its ‘influence and 
usefulness in the South, and begged that it 
be continued with redoubled vigor. He set 
forth that the early pioneers of the South 
had taken action toward educating the ne- 
groes, Tennessee following the mother State, 
North Carolina, in making such provisions 
for education that in those States free ne- 
groes voted. Moreover, he claimed that the 
Southern people of Tennessee iu their Legis- 
lature reénacted the. law of reconstruction 
securing freedom to the colored people. 

** Mountain Work“ was next taken up, the 
Rev. D. M. Fisk, D. D., of the Chicago Theo- 
logical Seminary opening the subject with a 
paper and address. Mr. C.J. Ryder, Secretary 
of the Eastern District of the association, 
followed in a most interesting and patriotic 
address on The Mountaineers.” He drew 
a striking picture of the uncouth, unedu- 
cated mountaineer iu his home, com- 
pletety separated from the outside 
world, but at tne same time showed 
that these men are born with as patriotic 
hearts as any other men. He also said that 
the peovie as a class were willing to be edu- 
cate1, and when once converted made tie 
best of Christians. The Rev. W. B. Barton, 
a missionary among that people; the Rev. E. 
S. Lathrop of Macon, Ga.; the Rev. Ragdon 
of Mobile, Ala., and others made short talks 
in the same line. 

The Rev. H. M. Tenny, D. D., of the com- 
mittee to whom was referred the paper on 
“The Missionary View of the Southern Sit- 
uauon,’”’ by Secretary Beard, reported that
